WHKRKAH, lh»-r« h*» Ix-eri filed with 
the Hoard of Supervisors tit the County 
of Lo» Anodes, * written petition for 
the improvement of 227th .Street, end 
ether right* of way by the construction 
at walk nnd waiver of investigation 
proceeding* required under Division 4 
of the Streets and Highway Code, 
aifrned by owner* of more, than 60 
per cent of the area of rn* land pro* 
poeed to he aaieaed for laid improve­ 
ment : and

WHEREAS., following the above ac­ 
tion, thi* Board bus by resolution ac­ 
knowledged the waiver of the in vent i- 
Cation proceeding* required under 1)1- 
vinion 4 of the Streets and Highway* 
Tod-.

NOW. THEREFORE. THE BOARD 
RESOLVES: 
SECTION I.

between 227TH STREET and the north­ 
erly line of Tract No. 22«1«, a« shown 
on map recorded In Book 696, Page*
 8 and 89 of Map*.

AM of *aid work "hall be performed 
In the utreetii and between the limit* 
hereinbefore designated except where 
th plans indicate that. *ald work *hall 
b<? omitted.

THAT MUCH WORK OR IMPROVE­

Board, I* of more than local or ordinary 
public benefit, and the Hoard hereby 
make* the exponxe of the work <»  im­ 
provement chargeable upon a dlitricf, 
which district the. Bonrd hereby declare* 
to he the fll»trlct benefited by the work 
or improvement and to be a»*e*»,ed to 
pay the eo*t and expense thereof.

A map of the, di»trirt, indicating by
  boundary line the extent of the ter­ 
ritory included In the propo*«>d district 
approved by the Board on the itoth day 
tit Auffiist. 1960, is on file in the Office 
of the Board. Reference i* hereby made 
to the map for a full and complete des­ 
cription of the flsMCNsmcrit district anr 
the map ahall govern for all detail* 
as to -*he extent of the asse**ment dis­ 
trict.

That serial bonds shall be Isiued In 
accordance with Division 7, Streets and 
Highway* Code, to represent each a«-
 emtment of fifty dollar* ( $50.00) or 
more remaining unpaid for thirty 'SOI 
day* after the date of the recording 
of th* warrant.
